Arrest of Los Angeles Horse Trader

. Investigation by Sheriff White's men 
led them to believe that the arrest by 
Constable Hicks, of El Monte, Satur- 
day of J. BE.

Some 
of them have had time to re.ch the in- 
ternational boundary and ars believed 
to have gone there.
